MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 
DELIVERED IN PERSON 


W ashin gton , 
Jan . 
4 ( I P) 
— 
Presiden t Roosev elt su mmon ed 
the n ation today to arm — eco­ 
n omically , socially an d w ith m il­ 
itary force — to m eet a world 
challen ge of dictatorial aggres­ 
sion . 
Before both hou ses of con gress, 
the chief ex ecu tiv e solemn ly as­ 
serted — 
“A w ar which threaten ed to 
en v elop 
the world has been 
av erted, bu t it has become in ­ 
creasin gly clear th a t peace is 
n ot assu red.” 
To m eet the challen ge, Mr. 
Roosev elt laid down a program 
of action , both foreign an d do­ 
mestic, for m eetin g the trou bles 
of the world “as on e people.” 
To achiev e domestic solidar­ 
ity , the Presiden t u rged con tin ­ 
u ed efforts to bolster n ation al 
in come throu gh federal spen d­ 
in g, hin ted a t rev ision of the la­ 
bor relation s act by u rgin g peace 
in labor’s strife an d between 
capital an d labor, asked perfec­ 
tion of the farm program, su g­ 
gested tax readju stm en ts w ith 
possible small in creases, recom­ 
m en ded the gen eral polishin g of 
New Deal laws an d added -two 
n ew en actm en ts, gov ern m en t re­ 
organ ization an d aid for th e 
railroads. 
To m eet “in tern ation al law-, 
lessn ess” abroad, the Presiden t 
projected a program of rearm a-, 
m en t su fficien t to protect th e 
cou n try again st an y attack, to­ 
gether w ith in tern al organ isa­ 
tion of key in du stries. 
Simu ltan eou sly , he su ggested 
the possibility of some forcefu l 
n on -m ilitary action again st ag­ 
gressor n ation s an d rev ision of 
the presen t n eu trality law.

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IN SPAIN 
Reports from Spain that General Franco’s ar­ 
my is torn by revolt and that two thousand ar­ 
rests have been made in an effort to eliminate 
seditious elements within the ranks of the in­ 
surgents may easily be exaggerated or without 
any basis in truth. It is not easy to determine 
with any degree of accuracy just what is happen­ 
ing in Spain. 
The only certainty is that the Spanish people 
as a whole, both those in the Loy alist and the 
others in insurgent territory , are enduring agon­ 
ies of privation, of cruelty and of horror, ex­ 
periences which are inseparably a part of war. 
It is also reasonably certain that Spain is being 
destroy ed, that it is being reduced to a state of 
misery from which it will, never emerge, and 
that Italy and Germany , interested in reducing 
Spain to a state of dependency and even of 
vassalage, are contributing both covertly and 
openly to the advancement of the processes of 
destruction. 
However, the rumors now coming out of Spain 
are interesting as they tend to show that some 
of the Spaniards who were duped by Franco and 
his allies are already beginning to rue their 
bargain. Franco represents nothing that any in­ 
dividual with intelligence, Spanish or other na­ 
tionality , could possibly tolerate.

THINGS ARE CHANGING 
Persons who read the papers much these day s 
have noticed a singular similarity of some of the 
bills that are to be introduced by Democrats in 
the Indiana General Assembly to measures that 
were proposed by Republicans during the spe­ 
cial session of the Legislature last summer. 
For instance, a possible change in the date for 
issuing automobile licenses has been mentioned 
— and there are others. 
It came about in this way : J acob Weiss 
of 
Indianapolis, one of the leaders in the Demo­ 
cratic forces, is said to have ascertained which 
bills were introduced by Republican members of 
the House and Senate last summer. Then he had 
bills prepared on the same subject. 
Despite the fact that such an action might 
have annoy ed some people, most of the Repub­ 


lican legislators were inclined to regard it as an 
encouraging indication. 
In other words, such men as Weiss and other 
Democratic legislative leaders were so sure of 
their course of action in 1937, 1935 and 1933 that 
they would not have considered copy ing any ­ 
thing that a Republican thought of doing. To­ 
day that feeling of confidence and arrogance no 
longer exists. They are worried. They know, 
from the results of the last election, that many 
voters who once supported them are dissatisfied 
with them now. They are seeking a way out. 
The only way that they can see is to do what 
Republicans have done. 
For instance, when the McNutt administration 
was born, the Democrats enacted a law which re­ 
quired every automobile to sport a new license 
on J an. I. There was no alibi. You bought a new 
license and put it on y our car on that day —or 
else. And y ou couldn’t put it on y our car a day 
earlier, either. If y ou did, y ou were arrested. It 
had to be J an. I. 
Naturally , a great many people became angry . 
But the Democrats had such a tremendous ma­ 
jority that the loss of a few votes didn’t matter. 
Their arrogance was almost sublime. This y ear, 
without any legal authority , they postponed the 
enforcement date until March I — and now they 
are proposing to make the official date much 
later in the y ear so that it won’t come right after 
Christmas and coincident with the pay ment of 
the y ear’s first income tax installment. 
Why , they ’re even talking about reducing the 
gasoline tax now. 
And they ’re talking about increasing the gross 
income tax exemption to benefit the merchant. 
Whenever this administration — which boost­ 
ed state revenues from $45,500,000 in 1928 to 
$114,000,000 in 1938 — begins to talk about cut­ 
ting taxes, y ou can depend upon it that some­ 
thing has happened to its confidence. 
It isn’t quite so sure that it can do just as it 
pleases with the people of Indiana any more. 
It’s beginning to weaken, to realize that it is 
not immortal.

That gradual lessening of confidence is very 
interesting — especially now that it is beginning 
to show up nationally ! Why , the papers tell us 
that Congressmen actually are going to have 
something to dp with legislation this session!

Indianapolis, Jan. 4 (A*) — In­ 
diana agricu ltu rists apparent­ 
ly will hav e little to ask of the 
General 
Assembly 
that 
con­ 
v enes tomorrow for its biennial 
session. 
The bu rden of solv ing the 
farm problem now rests largely 
with the national congress and 
it is on Washington that farm ­ 
ers will center their attention. 
One of the most important 
pieces of agricu ltu ral legislation 
ex pected to come before the In­ 
diana legislatu re is a bill for re­ 
enactment of the state milk con­ 
trol law. 
Proponents of this bill hope to 
make the milk control law per­ 
m anent u pon the statu te books. 
They contend th at throu gh it 
will be more order in the milk 
marketing bu siness and a better 
price to produ cers. 
There also will be a bill to giv e 
farmers greater protection from 
trespassers. 
The Prairie Farmer has been 
activ e in adv ocating passage of 
this bill, its argu ment being that 
Indiana ru ral trespass laws are 
totally 
inadeq u ate to 
protect 
against the present day in­ 
v asion of farm homes and farm 
property . 
Farm organizations will keep 
a close watch on any effort to 
amend the gross income tax law. 
This law has produ ced mu ch 
rev enu e and in some measu re 
has lightened the property tax 
bu rden. 
Representativ es 
from 
ru ral 
districts are ex pected to giv e 
fu ll su pport to a change in the 
social secu rity law. An amend­ 
ment will be proposed to pro­ 
v ide that state fu nds be u sed 
to meet all social secu rity costs. 
At present twenty per cent of 
the costs mu st be raised by local 
tax ation. This tends to increase 
property tax es. 
Reports from throu ghou t In­ 
diana on the progress of the 
1938-39 
corn 
loan 
program, 
which started on Dec. I, show 
that bankers are interested in 
ex tending corn loans to farmers 
u nder the prov isions of the Ag­ 
ricu ltu ral adju stment act. 
Lee Patrick, Indiana corn loan 
su perv isor, say s: 
“Most Indiana bankers hav e 
shown a willingness to adv ance 
credit on corn loan paper, both 
as an inv estment for their fu nds 
and as a help th local farmers. 
Few hav e been relu ctant. The 
banks receiv e 2y2 per cent in­ 
terest while holding the notes, 
which may be sent any time to 
an agency of the Reconstru ction 
Finance Corporation, where pay ­ 
ments of the notes with interest 
j$ gu aranteed.”

Washington, D. C. (ZP) — The 
United States nav y is secretly 
massing for “war” in the Car­ 
ibbean sea, once the hau nt of 
pirates and now key to the de­ 
fense of America. 
The fleet sailing from west 
coast harbors is in fighting trim. 
The admirals hav e “chosen u p 
sides.” In Febru ary , the “white” 
fleet will swing ou t arou nd that 
arc of islands on the Caribbean’s 
rim from Cu ba to Sou th Ameri­ 
ca — and then tu rn abou t to at­ 
tack. 
The “black” fleet will stand 
gu ard ov er the region. T hat’s 
the setting for the my steriou s 
Problem XX of the U. S. nav y . 
Ifs going to be as near real 
war as possible, for if this cou n­ 
try ev er faces attack from the 
Atlantic it’s a IO to I bet the de- i 
tense will depend largely u pon 
control of the West Indies re­ 
gion. 
And while Uncle Sam keeps a 
wary ey e on Japan’s ambitions 
in the Pacific, there may be in 
these new maneu v ers some in­ 
dication of another ey e cocked 
on the rapid rise of Germany ’s 
sea and air might. 
At any rate, Problem XX will 
be the fleet’s first w^r game in 
the Atlantic since 1934 . 
Inv olv ed in this v ital nav al 
problem is: 
1. Protection of the Pana­ 
ma canal, inv alu able short 
rou te for the U. S. fleet be­ 
tween the oceans. 
2. Prev ention of establish­ 
ment of a base from which 
enemies cou ld strike at the 
U. S. or Sou th America. 
3. Easier control of essen­ 
tial sea lanes between Amer­ 
ican ports. 
The natu ral protection of the ! 
Caribbean lies in defending the 
three major passages between 
the islands. Gu arding the 50- 
mile Windward passage between 
Cu ba and Haiti is the U. S. nav al 
base at Gu antanamo, in sou th­ 
eastern Cu ba. It is not heav ily 
fortified. 
There is no nav al base at the 
Mona passage between Haiti and 
Pu erto Rico, bu t there are sev ­ 
eral good harbors and potential 
facilities for air forces there. The 
big nav y bombers at the Canal 
cou ld fly the 933 nau tical miles 
and retu rn withou t refu eling. 
The marines hav e an air base 
on St. Thomas island, along the 
third major passage, the Ane- 
gada, between the Virgin Islands 
and the Lesser Antilles. 
The “white’* inv aders, com­ 
manded by Admiral E. C. Kalb- 
fu s, will try to establish a coast 
base “somewhere.” The defend­ 
ing “black” nav y will be com­ 
manded by Vice Admiral Adol­ 
phu s Andrews. 
This “war” will inv olv e 14 0 
warships, some 600 planes, fiv e 
big airplane carriers, scores of 
darting destroy ers, swift, sleek 
su bmarines and cru isers.

nocracy — the proposed “g ov ­ 
ernm ent of eng ineers” th at was 
talked of so mu ch du ring the 
depression — is ou t now with 
the top Utopian offer of all the 
recent schemes: $20,000 a y ear 
for life. 
This income — prov ided, of 
cou rse, there's a technocracy — 
starts as soon as y ou 're able to 
u se it and continu es u ntil y ou 
reach the g rav e. 
All y ou hav e to do to earn it 
is to work fou r hou rs a day for 
16 5 day s a y ear — or 12.7 hou rs 
a week. And th at only between 
the ag es of 25 and 45. The rest 
of y ou r life is leisu re and free 
income. 
The head of the hiov ement is 
still. Howard Scott, the 
tall, 
tou g h-talking technician 
who 
cu t su ch a wide swathe some fiv e 
y ears ag o when he offered his 
theory of a technolog ical control 
of sciety . 
Scott has not had mu ch pu b­ 
licity lately , bu t he’s been bu sy . 
He has branches of Technocracy , 
Inc., all ov er the United States 
and Canada, has l l mag azines, 
and is g etting his followers into 
u niforms. 
Uniformed 
Technocrats 
will 
not be confu sed with any of the 
mu lti-colored “shirt” org aniza­ 
tion like. those of Hitler and 
Mu ssolini 
As befits eng ineers 
and philosophers, the u niform 
is a natty , dou ble-breasted, g ray 
serg e su it. 
“It’s not a u niform for pa­ 
rading ,” Scott ex plains. “Ifs a 
u niform for liv ing and working .” 
Approaching the close of a 
30,000-mile lectu re tou r, Scott 
ex plained 
Technocracy 
to 
a 
packed au ditoriu m here. 
His 
arg u ment is two-fold: 
1—Machinery is replacing hu ­ 
man labor so fast th at u nem­ 
ploy ment, bad as it already is, 
will g et worse and worse. 
2—The answer is to pu t m a­ 
chinery to work for all the peo­ 
ple, creating a g reat wealth of 
commodities with a minimu m 
of hu man effort. 
“It’s stu pid to work,” Scott 
say s, “when y ou can ju st press 
a bu tton.” 
According ly , the Technocrats 
want to end political g ov ern­ 
ment, and create a “fu nctional 
control sy stem.” They say this 
is the ty pe of org anziation su c­ 
ceeding today in the telephone 
company and other big technical 
enterprises. 
Leaders wou ld be chosen in 
the same way th at the big g est 
potatoes come to the top in a 
fast-mov ing car on a freig ht 
train, he said. 
“Pretty soon y ou find all the 
little potatoes a t the bottom 
becau se th at’s where they ap­ 
parently want to be,” Scott say s. 
“The big ones are a t the top 
where they belong . T hat’s the 
way it will be in Technocracy .” 
Once Technocracy is set u p, it 
wou ld pay off in “energ y certifi­ 
cates.” Money as su ch wou ld be 
abolished, 
bu t 
each 
citizen’s 
standing of liv ing wou ld be ap­ 
prox imately what $20,000 a y ear 
wou ld su stain. 
Debts, 
lawsu its, 
insu rance, 
class distinctions and 9 5 per 
cent of crime wou ld g o ou t along 
with money and politics. 
Scott calls his plan ru nning 
thing s as a “blu eprint.” 
He 
wants to apply it to the whole 
North American continent as a 
u nit, u nder a “continental di­ 
rector.” He is not interested in 
Eu rope or Asia. 
He does not foresee direct ac­ 
tion by the Technocrats, nor 
does he believ e any other u pris­ 
ing cou ld su cceed in the United 
States. 
“We’re ag ainst Nazism, Fasc­ 
ism and Commu nism,” he say s. 
“We also are ag ainst democracy .”

A record nu mber of Hoosiers 
enjoy ed the best fishing and 
hu nting du ring 19 38 th at hav e 
been possible in Indiana for 
many y ears; a su bstantial g ain 
and a new attendance record was 
established by the state parks; 
new recreational areas at the 
state forests and g ame preserv es 
were u sed by thou sands of v isit­ 
ors; the nu mber of conserv ation 
clu bs has g rown steadily and 
they hav e increased both their 
membership and their activ ities. 
Indiana’s repu tation as the 
“Vacation Play g rou nd of the 
Middlewest” was u pheld by the 
influ x of tou rists who came in 
increasing nu mbers to enjoy the 
fishing , the hu nting , the recrea­ 
tional facilities of the state 
parks, the lakes and the scenic 
and historic areas. It is estimated 
that ex penditu res by these tou r­ 
ists amou nted to more than a 
hu ndred million dollars. 
Operations of the Department 
of Conserv ation continu ed du ring 
the y ear on a g rowing scale. The 
state hatcheries propag ated and 
planted a record nu mber of 
g ame fish; propag ation and lib­ 
eration of pheasants, q u ail and 
raccoon reached new totals; de­ 
v elopment prog rams, aided by 
the CCC and the WPA, increased 
facilities for pu blic enjoy ment 
and operating efficiency a t pu b­ 
lic areas in charg e of the depart­ 
ment; and information on nat­ 
u ral resou rces and conserv ation 
activ ities reached many thou s­ 
and Hoosiers. 
Prog ress has been made in a 
prog ram to protect Indiana’s for­ 
ests and to increase the potential 
timber su pply . Cooperativ e pro­ 
g rams for the control of Japan­ 
ese beetle, Du tch Elm disease and 
other insect pests and plant di­ 
seases are being contorted with 
su ccess, particu larly in the case 
of the Japanese beetle and Du tch 
Elm disease. Scores of produ cing 
oil and g as wells were completed, 
indicating th at Indiana may 
ag ain become important factor 
in the produ ction of these natu r­ 
al resou rces. 
Improv ed 
land 
u tilization, 
more effectiv e water conserv a­ 
tion and a broadened prog ram of 
wild life manag ement are other 
featu res of the Indiana conser­ 
v ation prog ram in which more 
than two hu ndred 
a nd fifty 
thou sand Hoosiers are activ ely 
participating .
